ASCRTICISM. 

“My kingdom is not of this world,” Soa legendary 
hero is reported to have declared, and millions of his 
followers in the attempt to live the letter and spirit of 
this and many similar precepts, commands and injune- 
tions, did all they could to make their own and the 
lives of their earth brothers painful and unhappy. For 
ages «Asceticism was rampant in Kurope. ‘From the 
fens and swamps of human ignorance roso the deadly 
miasma of Christian anti-naturalism, In it virtue died, 
hope expired, health vanished, and hundreds ofmil- 
lions of human existences were swept into the awful 
cavernous month of Plague. , 

To suppress every natural instinct, to deery every 
natural pleasure, to crucify overy natural desire, to re- 
nonce every tender tie and obligation of human love 
and sympathy, to dwarf the intellect, to ossify the 
heart, to starve and torture the body, to contemn the 
earth-home and its joys, to shun and slight its duties, 
to torture and massacro all who could not accept this 
Christian scheme of folly aud nature-hatred, and to do 
all this that an objective heaven might bo won by and 
for the insane devoteo—this was Christianity, tho 
Christianity of onr Corefathers, the Christianity that 
has, through heredity, bequeathed to us this fateful in- 
heritance of hypocrisy, sham virtue, mock modesty, 
distrust of physical culture, and real or assumed hate 
red of pleasure, 

Tn those dark ages of fear and faith whatever was 
natural was “carnal,” a “deadly sin, something that 
tended to wean tho sont from heaven aud make it iu 
love with earth. Good food, good clothing, comfurt- 
able homes, the sweet joys tof human love, adorn- 
nents-aports and emnes, od miration-of Naturete*ventt 
ties and sublinuties,—all, all these were tobe cs- 
chewed by the truo believer, for the love of them or 
the desiro for them was simply an evidence of his 
sinful nature, of his depraved condition, ane to actual- 
ly enjoy them was to jeopardizo his immortal soul. 
Study of tho universe was discouraged in every way 
possible; what little literature remained was an une 
meaning jumble of super—or antenaturalism; the 
verse-makers rhymed only of hell and heaven, of gods 
and devils, of sins and sorrows; the painters spread 
upon tho canvass only tho gloomy imaginings, tle hor- 
rible coneeptions, of the Christian theology, and, in 
fine, the doctrines of total depravity, self-denial, and 
the carnality of joy, well-nigh blotted tho nations of 
Europe from the map ot the wortd and their peoples 
from among the races of men. 


Once it was a deadly sin to be happy in cay way, all 
pleasure was “carnal? and the ot end of man 
was to glorify god, ‘loa certain extent, we have out- 
grown these falso ideas, but not wholly, nor nearly, 
The last stronghold of this baleful superstition is our 
sexual nature, Here it is yet firmly intrenshed, Very 
many who have cast down all the other godsof Christ- 
innity, still worship this horrible idol of sox-hatred, 
Study of our sexual system is looked upon with dis- 
trust or disgust by the great majority of the people. 
They still believe that ignorance is bliss, that Pes 
edge invites the fall of innocence!” Then there are 
others who are more enlightened and who believe 
that we should know all possible about this most vi- 
tally important part of ow beings, but who 
yet cling to the thought that the more nearly we_can 
suppress and kill every sexual feeling and impulse 
tho more safe, virtuous, healthy, and happy we shall 
be This is a survival of the ald gospel that it is bet- 
ter Lo suppress than to Wain and guide, that denial to 
ourselves of the joys of the body is an evidence of the 
refinement of our minds and the sintessness of our 
sonls; and itis asserted that if we shall keep on in 
this way long enough the race will at last reach a 
plane whercou all pleasures shall be purely intellect- 
nal or of the soul, In other words, these good people 
still cherish, undoubtedly largely unconsciously, the 
old Galilean superstition, they are yet in their blood 
and aspirations anti-natural, they are trying to get 
away from this world, to escapo from the conditions 
of their existence, They mistake the evils that have 
flowed from the false teaching of the church, froma 
denial of liberty, fromthe subordinatidn of woman, 
and the consequent perversion of our sexuality, for 
the legitimate fruits of the healthful, temperate, free, 
association of tho sexes. Inheriting the lysie life, 
the mental predilections, the moral limitations aud 
prejudices, of ancestors who fur more than a thousand 
years were distorted, degraded, withered, and pois- 


foned, under the awful Upas tree of Christian Asceti- 
cism, it is not much wonder that the Alphites are de- 


Inded with the idea that the diseases produced by aa 
ceticism are to be eliminated by a still larger dose of 
Asesticism. 

When our pood friend Mrs, 
the Alphite epi enns she went the full length of 
the teilen, if | have not misread ter writings, andl 
took the position now oceupied by Mrs. 
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present Auplicability of this principle, she holding that 
tho racdfis not yet prepared for the exalted gospel 
Alphaism, Alphatsin ig “highest and best,” sho still 
thinks, bit wo must “grant to poor Imman nature 
somo fayors, privileges, and rights.” Itis ovident 
that Mré. Slenker has not forgotten tho fact that feel- 
ings andHmpulses chango as we travel along tho path- 
way of life; sho knows that the old man who can no 
longer tike part m the active sports of youth is both 
foolish and unjust when ho says that Jin grandehil- 
dren shal not or should not do so, and sho reasons 
likewise} in regard to this question, It seems to be 
different; with Mrs. Whitehead. 

Mrs. Slenker admits that many women ave passional 
in their hatures, and she adds, “for passion ig not all 
confincdjto one sex, nnd thousands of women are sex- 
unlly infémperate from heredity and false training 
justas well as men are” TE Mrs S means by this 
simply :that men and women, both of them, are 
sexnallyfintemperate, no one, E think, will deny the 
truth offher proposition, Bot if sho means that sexu- 
nl passion, per se, and sexualintemperance are the same 
she coulitinot bo more mistaken, Sexual passion is as 
natural ig the desire for food, and women aro as 
strongly sexed as men, relatively to the general health 
possessed’ by them ns compared with men, No doubt

find Keefost delight in love's consammate union, for 
it hasi uusedulonsty taught them, and their mothors, 
that allAtinifestation of passion: ix indecorons, immod- 
esteem nthe itse fiannevidendessfithetein fut 
natureinherited from mother Evo and is a consequence 
of her “transgression. For this denial of natare and 
for this pernicious hypoerisy, we are indebted to the 
Galilean imposture. 


Ial it not been for amitivenoss, never a child would 
lave been born, and Mrs, Slenker, when she dreams of 
Alpha abstinence, fails to consider that the element or 
force is not active only ones in cight or ten years,or 
no oftener than nonaitert ans of prudence will permit 
of om addition to the family. Only among a people 
utterly exhausted, overworked, physically and mentally, 
might it be possible to put in practice, for a short pe- 
riodof time, the Aipha principle, and then only be- 
cause of the absence of normal conditions, beeanse there 
was not left vitality enough even forloveendearments 
short of the complete union, to say nothing of that. 
And this is nothing nnns l, this overworking of one 
set of faculties to such an extent that the normal nse 
of the others is not possible for qnite a length qe time, 
I very often find men and women who declare ‘uf mo 
that they are so tired and worn out by their physical 
labors when night or Sunday comes that they cannot 
real, cannot think. Here there is no balanced nse of 
muscle aud brain, aud the result is an imperfect man 
or woman And upon the other side, we hrve the over- 
working of the brain of the student, of the business 
man, and this results in soft flesh, in weak muscles, in 
poor blood, and all in misery, in physical, moral nod 
mental degeneracy. Itis well to work hard, to think 
much, but not too hard, not too much, and the Alph- 
ites will find that when they really ant honestly try 
to make hard hand and brain work take the place of 
all sexual association save for procreative purpoxes, 
they are engaged ina work of unbalancing nnd dise 
torting which will end only in impotency and disaster. 
And while nude and much association otherwise, ad- 
yoeated by Mrs. S., is indispensible in bringing the 
passions within the control of reason andin minister- 
ing to human happiness, such association, wnless com- 
plemented by temperate completo union, leads directly 
to impotence. ‘Total denial, under thess conditions, 
meuni; ultimately, total inability, for most and I think 
for all. 


But this whole question of Alphaisn is a side issue 
The two things absolutely necessary in bringing about 
a better condition of sociely, in reducing the exqessive 
indulgence on the one hand, and tha equally excessive 
abstinence on the other. are there:

Advocates of indiylduatisin divide atl man- 
Kind into two claasea, Archiats aud Anareh- 
ists, or Ingadere and defenders of porsonal 
freedom, In tno present etma of vur lan- 
guage it is diffleult to convey a now menniug 
or shade of meaning, and there nro muy 
who dolight to uso worda to practice slartling 
and paradoxical offvets, Anarchism has ite 
fnir share, aud more, of these paradox-pro- 
ducers, Conseuently it Is much maixundor- 
#lood, Perhaps tho commonest of those ur- 
rore ia. tho. pupporitiqn, that. Anarchists hate 
order and dosire lawlossness, and the nboll- 
tion of all rulo and method, all authority, all 
restraint, all punitiva principles and institu- 
tions, M ennnotbe denied that lhis inistako 
hns buen moro ox losg fosterod by certain 
rechlossAnarchistic writers who tuko a some» 
what malicious delightin waking (he sleepers 
in the wns of conventionally, but it lisa 
mistake, atevertholoss. Tho fact is, there ts 
n dangerous looseness in ordinary political 
nomenclature, typical of tho oxisting social 
confusion. Thus the word, Liberty, is con- 
tinually used to express ticense nnd non'rer- 
traint, and the word, Government, at one 
moivent means tho prosent compulvorystato, 
at iho next, avcial ordor, or defence of ber- 
ty, or nethod in action, or co-operauion, ot 
whut not, 

But in the mouth of the radical nad con- 
sistent Anarchist (unloas ho expresaly states 
to the contrary) liberty always means Equal 
Socia! Itborty, and Government niwaya 
incaus Tyranny and nothing else, Lo is bit. 
torly opposed to tyrannical governments, that 
is, to ali altompts by single or combined im- 
dividunls to control the conduct of thelr non- 
tnvasive follows againal thoir consent. thoro- 
fore, always vsing the word government io 
{is restricted seneo, ho declares himsolt n bo- 
lieyer in Anarchy, or no-government, But 
of the mauy other Unnga to which tho word 
yoverament is often loosely fittod,—ta aclf{- 
governinent so-called, to the porauasive Con- 
trol of suporior human bolngs over inferior, 
and to tho confederntion of freo mdlyidutna 
to protect thoir Srecdum, to voluntary co-op- 
oration, order, method, rulo and eystem in 
freo action--tho Anarchist is not only not an 
opponent, but boia usually, and olinost in- 
variably, their ardent avpporter, ‘To author. 
ity, in the ordinary sense of the term—the 
invasive, arbitrary, compulaory auttority of 
Church and State, and of fashion, custom 
and formulated law—Anarehists are oppared, 
butto the nghtful anthority of truo science 
thoy are moat loyal. Belloving that all for- 
mulated laws ary necessarily dofoctive, bo- 
cause of the fallibility of human knowledge, 
auro 10 bo misunderstood nud miainterproted 
Weenuse of tho prosent impossibility of con- 
voying exact moaning feom man to 
man, and absotutely without rightful author- 
ity except ns necoptod in liberty, Anarchists 
declare their enforcement upon non-consent- 
ing people an act of tyranny. Mark this, 
they do not condemn the formulation ot laws 
but only their iL forcement regardless vf liu- 
erty. Inthelr frith in ang obedience to 
Natural Laws of Harmony no mon excel 
them. ‘So nathority accepted in liberty, to 
the right of any man or set of mer, to ac- 
cept voluntarily any taw, Tule, regulation, or 
institution, not luvasive of utters Hberly, 
naything to oppose; aor 
agninat governments where tha govern ed om- 
sent, Thus agreeing squarely with tho Deelur-

of tho same place, Of this circular the Leavenworth 
Daily Times of August 10, has this to say: 

Col. Taylor suggests that all corporate and wild lands be 
taxed equal to surrounding improved farms, and that the sala- 
ries of publio oficiala should be graded down on an equality with 
responsible skilled labor, favors the eight hour system because it 
would give maro men and women employment. 

He would abolish the contract convict Inbor in every state in the 
union, prohibit the contract system on all publio works for the use 
ofthe people and debar child Jabor, 

In addition he would tax all incomes over certain prescribed lim- 
its, abolish all official sinccares; and amend the swindling bond 
system of covery grade, 

Mr, Taylor sees in the near future s terrible waron the part of 
labor against capital, and the above and other measures, he sug- 
gests ns moans of preventing the same, i 

Bome ot his ideasnre good and will be iudorsed, but in the main 
he is inclined to go t9 extremeain outlining 9 disruption between 
capital and labor, that does nol now and will mot exist in this gen- 
eration, , 5 

Just so, Mr, Times, did the slaveholders ang their 
allies talk--"not ia this generation,” said they—till the

Certainly, we never take offerise at kindly meant ad. 
vico; wo quite agree that in “multitude of counsel thero 
ie safety.” Neither do wo retort as did a certain ard 
of July orator in our hearing, lately, in Valloy aus: 
“two heads are better than onc,even if one is a sheep’s 
head!” 

Before again restating our definition of terms, we 
would ask, what do our Texas friends mean when they 
say “self-government is a failure"? Do thoy mean 
that whatis known as tho American Republic, as 
founded by tho Revolution of 76, is a failure? This 
Republic was regarded as an attempt at self-govern- 
ment-—an attempt to secure order, justice, peace and 
harmony without kings,lords and rulers, in the author- 
itarian sense, In this sense wo think it must be ad- 
mitted by every thoughtful observer that our so-called 
ropublio isa vainUREand always has been so. Instead 
of having a government “of the people, by the people 
and for the people,” that is, a government of the many, 
by the many and for the many,—a government in 
which all have equal rights and privilegess—we have 
a government of the few, by the few and for the few! 
and wa havo never hadany other kind of govern: 
ment. 


Wo well know that this statement will be stoutly 
denied by perhaps the majority of onr readers, Bricily 
let us seo: «A government of and by the people would 
be ono in whieh the people make, “expound, interpret 
anil execute ther own laws, or at least choose a por- 
tion of their number for that purpose, But do the 
American people—the masses, wo mern—do this? 
Do the masses make, expound and oxecuto their laws? 
Was Grover Cleveland the first choice of the Ameri- 
can people for chief magistrate? Until nominated by 
the political machine, Groyer Cleveland's name, even, 
had scarcely been heard of by one tenth of the Ameri- 


‘ean voters, And if he had beon a man of national rep- 


utation, and if tho primaries, all over the land, had in- 
structed their delegates to vote for him in convention, 
would this have shown that he was really the people's 


choice? anyone who knows anything of politics 
knows that this conclusion would be totally unwarant- 


ed, The primary voter can know but little of the 
men orthe measures for which his vote is asked. He 
fas neither time, means nor brains to fit him to choose 
for himself intelligently. Even if unbiased by cor- 
ruption or intimidation he must necessarily depend for 
everything upon his party leaders, so that 1t is not 
really he who votes but the local politicians—the few 
not the many—who vote at the primary election. 

So much for the chief Executive. How is it with 
the other “co-ordinate” branches of the general gov- 
ernment? Do the many choose the Senate? How 
many uf the readers of Lucirer ever voted for Senator 
of the United States? or how many ever instructed an 
agent, of his as to how to vote for Senator? And tho 


‘| Supreme Court—how many of the readers of Luarcr 


ever voted for n judge of that court? Of course we 
do not need to tell our readers thatthe Supreme 
Court is not chosen by the many—by the masses of 
the people; that this most important branch of the 
general government—the branch whose business it is 
to expound and interpret the law, and whose decisions 
aro final—-is simply the CREATURE OF THE PRESIDENT 
AND THE SENATE! ho president appoints and the 
senate confirms, and tho judges hold ale offices “for 
life or during good behavior”"—that is, during the 


pleasure of the few who elevated them to their exalted 
position, 


How is this for a government of and by the people? 

Again: A government vor the people must be a 
government for tho masses—a government in which 
there are no privileged classes or orders. Haye we 
such a government? If so how comes it that a fow 
men who by good fortune or fraud, havo come into pos- 
session of gold and silver or of Umted States Bonds— 
how is it that men holding this kind of property can 
issue notes of credit which they can lend at interest 
and circulate as money, while other men whose prop- 
erty consists of houses and lands, machinery, ete, are 
prohibited under severe penalties from issuing such 
notes of credit? Does this look like a government for 
the many or for the few? 

again: ‘Lake our tarifë laws, Is there no dis- 
eimination shown here in favor of the few and against 
the many? Why showd tho fow who make sugar be 
“protected”—that is, fed and pampered--at the ex- 
pense of the many who do not make sugar, or the few 
who make iron at the expense of the many who must 
buy iron? 

These are but samples of tha many instances that 
might be mentioned to show that thu claim that ours 
is a government of, by and for the people, is not true; 
but that ‘on the contrary it isa most stupendous false- 
hood,-~a cheat, a collosal, MONUMENTAL Lie!

But it is probable that our ‘lexan correspondent 
means that his neighbors think that self-government 
from tho stand-point of individualism as against collect- 
ivisin, or self-sovereignty as against stato or nation- 
sovereignty, is a failure, If so we reply that so faras 
self-government as against government by authority 
has been RIND it is Nora failure but a triumphant 
sucenss. ‘Tho frecthought movement is simply a de~ 
nial of authority in matters of religion, and statistics 
show that frecthinkers are by far the most moral class 
of society, Prison statistics show that those who lean 
most upon anthority in matters of faith, as Roman 
Cathohtes, Orangemen, Methodists, Episcopalians, Bap- 
tists, eta, arc most frequently found invading the 
rights of others, not only in matters of faith but of 
person and of property, While those who depend 
LUAST upon authority in matters of faith, as Universal- 
ists, Unitarians, Agnostics and Atheists, aro least ad- 
dicted to invading the righ ts of others in matters of 
faith, person or property. "Tho man who is a law unto 
himself in matters of faith, if ho is consistent and logic- 
ah is also a law unto himself in all other matters and 
henco he needs no statute laws or rulers,--no sheriffs, 
governors or jails to restrain him from violating the 
rights of his neighbors. 

It is true that a few freethinkers have been impris- 
oned and fined by the courts, but in nearly every in- 
stance it has been not for the commission of REAL 
crimes, but for the commission of Iaw-created, con~ 
structive crimes, as in the case of Bennett, Haywood, 
Foote, Lant, and several others, In these cases the 
men convicted of crime had simply asserted and acted 
out their claim to equal rights with their Christian 
neighbors, and hence the judges and other oflicers were 
the real invaders, the real criminals. 

This, then, so far as it goes, is our answerto inquir- 
ers such as our Jacksboro correspondent. We want 
every man and woman to be a_ consistent, a logical 
freethinker and free actor then there will bo no uso for 
sheritts and jails, for governors, legislators and peniten- 
tiaries, W hen n man claims the right to think and 
act for himself ho is logically bound to grant to every 
other man the same right. But no man can be 
freo to think and act for himself so long as his equal 
rights of person and property are invaded by others, 
by anthority of statuto law or in defiance of such wu- 
thority. Hence we say LIBERTY IS THE ONLY CURE 
ror CRINE. Tho principle or law which impels 4 man 
to claim und fight for all his natural rights 1s the only 
law that the freeman needs to restram him from in- 
valiug the equal right of his neighbor, 


But we shall doubtless be told that all men are not 
logical Freethinkers, and until they become such by 
natural course of evolution, what are you going to do? 
Do yon propose to abolish our present laws agamst 
crimo and erimmals, pull down our court houses, jails 
and penitentiaries, abolish legislatures, governors, Con- 
gress, Presidents und Supreme Court? i 

Onco mora we reply that violent revolution is no 
part of Lecirer’s program, Weare not the apostles 
of Force, as a means of securing our rights, so long ns 
free speech and free press are wlowed. If these should 


be assailed then we should probably defend our rights

In Mr. Warron's rejoinder which ap- 
pearsin your isso of July 30, in speak- 
ing of theprobable action of tho “self- 
styled Anarchists,” he fears they are 
nbout to “launch a system of banking 
based on credit instond of cash.” 

Now it appears to me that in making 
this statement ho makes a distinction 
withonb a difference.

less of the material orsubstance upon 
which it is coined or stampod, and to be 
redeemed by labor and its products, but 
never to be cancelled or paid, 

When the masses learn this fact, to- 
gether with the fact that notwithstanding 
our government officials hava nll cousti- 
tutional authority to stamp abd pay out 
this “cash” for valno recaived to carry on 
the expenses of tbo government, they 
have hitherto persisted in transferring it 
by law to individuals and corporations 
without consideration, and then hiro it of 
said corporations for public use, and 
through taxation onmpel the industrial 
eloment to pay interest on it not only for 
publio nse, but to either hire itot said 
corporations for private use or sell their 
products at prices ostablished by said 
corporations in order to effect ox- 
changes. When they learn these facts, I 
aay, they (the masses) will domand that 
the government assumes its constitu- 


tional prerogative of issuing sash to car- 
ry onits expenses without interest or 
other modes of taxation; than there will 
be no nse for Anarchists, Communists, 
or Socialists, for all industries will be 
monetized alike; and we will have no 
privileged classes to support, which wiil 
eventually unite, and harmonize all hu- 
manity. $ ©.

by every means that nature and science might place at 
our command. But we should regard the necessity of 
such resort to force as the greatest calamity that could be- 
fall the Freethought movenent. The immediate effect 
upon the cause would be of necessity terribly dis- 
astrous. We area nation of law-worshipers. We 
have Jeaned so long upon government, upon authority, 
that weasa people have not the mental or moral 
muscle—we have not the “back bone” necessary to 
stand up and fight for right against law—for justice 
against government—aud hence the first effect of a 
resort to force will bo *o array citizen against citizen, 
brother against brother, worker against worker, with 
the probable result that the governmentalists will pre- 
vnit ani the clock of progress be set back a century at 
east. 


No, the revolution sought for by us, labored for, 
prayed for, (work is prayer,) is n peaceful, an evolu- 
tionary one, not a bloody one. We cannot force peo- 
ple to accept Autonomy (self-law) instead of Archism 
or government of RULERS. The desire, {ho appetite, 
the longing must come first. ‘This appetite is evident- 
ly growing. The masses are beginning to see and 
realize that though we have nota king in name we 
have all the bad features of monarchy, We have mo- 
nepoly enthroned behind and above our falsely called 
popular government; we have our privileged classes, 
and in the form of chartered, tarifl-protected corpora- 
tions we have an enemy of liberty and equality far 
more to be feared than was the old law of primogeni- 
ture so much feared by our revolutionary fathers. 


As tlus article is already much longer than origin- 
ally intended we close with a restatement of defim- 
tions, 

“Anarehy” or Anarchism does not mean ANTLgov- 
ernment, ANTLlaw, ANTI-ruler, as most people scem to 
think, ‘The word is Greek. 'Turn to Doimesana 
Greek lexicon and we find tbat it comes from sArcheis 
tto be the first; to begin; to command; to be a chief 
or Arehan”” „Arche, “the beginning; first cause; object; 
foundation, elements—the act of leading; hence, mag- 
istorial rank.” stearehia “anarchy,—a, priv, n for 
euphony,and arche? 

These are the entire definitions as given by Dr. 
Donnegan in his standard Greck lexicon; and hence 
it will be readily seen that we who claim tho name 
anarchy to mean autonomy or self-government, have 
a clear, etymologis right to doso. Mr. Warren says 
if we claim a good meaning for Anarchy we must 
fight the lexicons. We answer noj wo do not have 
to fight the only lexicons that have tho right to be 
be heard on this question. Tt is true wo must fight 
the English lexicons, just as we must fight the Ency- 
clopedists and the pulpiteers. English dictionaries, 
as well as cyclopedias and sermons, are made to sell, 
rand in order to sell they must pander to popular pre- 
judices. 

According to Donnegan, Anarchy means simply the 
ABSENCE Of commanders, of eluefs, arclions” or RUD- 
ERs. 14 means the denial or rejection of all who hold 
“magisterial rank.” “Magisterial” is from tho Latin 
magister, meaning a MASTER. «An Anarchist is siinply 
one who wants no commanders, no masters, no lords 
nor rulers. Anarchism means opposition te or denial 
of GOVERNMENT only so far as that govermmeut is one 
of masters, lords or rulers, Hence as explained by J. 
Wm. Lloyd in another column, Anarchism is perfectly 
consistent with co-operative self-government—that is, 
government BY CONSENT OF TIE GOVERNED. 

Just what form that government may, take must of 
course be determined by those immediately interested; 
and this choice of forms cannot be made until gov- 
ernments of force, or by authority shall have been 
eliminated or removed. 


For a definition of Lucier wo must also refer our 
Texan friends to the dictionaries of the language to 
which the word belongs. Lucifer is a Latin word, 
aAinsworth’s Latin dictionary defines Lucifer as “the 
morning star.” The adjective Luctrerous is defined 
as, “that brings light.”

for ever fifty cents that finds its way into the treasury 
of Liberalisin. 


If the gentleman who presided at the Fourth of 
July celebration which was not a celebration on or of 
the áth at McCune, Kas., had possessed the grit of a 
certain Iowa Freethinker, that letter to tho Truth 
Secker would not have been written, or a portion of it 
would not, anyway. The Iowan was invited to do- 
liver the oration on the dth (so styled) in a Dakota 
city, Io answored: “Yes, ox ane Fourtu, not on 
alor sth” Good for him! Stand by your colors, 
men and women of Freethought.

One night le was shot 
down, ‘The Christians and prohibitionists say that it 
was the “saloon element” that killed him, 


This may be so, and then again it may not Do so, 
Tf itis true, then Rev. Haddock died simply as the 
fool dieth, verifying a saying attributed 10 his “»av- 
ior.” that “IIo who takes the sword shall perish by 
the sword.’ He was wielding the brutal duh of an 
unconstitutional law, a despotic and invasive statute, 
andif ono of his vietims dealt him a fatal blow in 
sel{defense itis nothing to be wondered at, however 
much we may deprecate the possibly excessive vio- 
lence used, and the disastrous moral offects of such 
acts, The violence upon the liquor side was a natur- 
al and legitimate outcome of the spying, tyranous, and 
right-defying law upon the other, ‘The sowing of 
the wind often leads to the reaping of the whirlwind.

Bul it in a n far geaver orror for a govern- 
ment {9 supposeithas the right to restrict 
the issue of paper money, for this is atlack 
iug the rights of ownera of property to n 
much greater extent, If one cannot use prope 
erty fo the boat advantage, ho is restricted 
in itsuse, One af the uses of proporty ia to 
obtain realferedit, as in done by the owners 
of coin whon they iasne paper money to tho 
extent of three, and even ten times the 
amount of their coin, onty, tbat in this case, 
they got from three to fen timos the amount 
of credit thoy are evlitted to. Tf ownors of 
other prodacts do not issue paper money to 
obtain reat credit they must borrow it from 
those whado. Now inasmuch as this involves 
the payment ot interest fargoly In oxcosa of 
what it costa to printand issue paper money, 
he paya for somethlag ho does not got; and as 
the poblic, who take all tho risk, and should 
therefore be furnished amplo security, de, 
rive none from banks which pledge only one- 
third or one-tenth the amountin coin, which, 
by the way they retain in thele own posses- 
sion, while they require of borrowers a por- 
fect security inthe form of a mortgage or 
pledge of some product which far oxcceds in 
yatue (he amount of paper money loaned 


thereon, the issue should bo made directly 
on the property of the borrower; he would 


then get his real credit at cost, the sama as 
ownors of coin do; and tho pledge should be 
made to the public; it would then be relieved 


of the risk it takos. > 

To prohibit this onder whatever pretext. is 
to restrict the citizen in hia rignt to the uau 
of hia property. ‘lu restrict the issuo of paper 
monuy to any One or two products, oven tho 
it Po increased many times moro than the 
amoont of such prodact, isto redaco tho 
amount of paper money to the caprice ur in- 
teresta of those who own and control such 
product, bosidea compelling the publio to 
take the risk of bad faith or Dad maungo- 
ment, and allowing such owners tmoro real 
crodit than they are entitled to; and as paper 
money 13 tho instrument with which ox- 
changes of tbe prouncta of labor aro effected 
both real credit and exchanges of these prod- 
nets are controlled by those who issue the 
naper money.-~Westrup’s Financial Prob.

poverished, oppresaod, cuslaved toiler 
asks for broad, tho malthusian offera 
him astono, ‘Improve yourself’ is the 
watchword of all truo reform." This is 
insult addod to fujury. Our watchword 
is laissez faire, not “repent yo sinners.” 
Sinnera or no sinnersywo have a right to 
the fruits of our labor Wo are pour 
beenuse wo are tho slaves of monopoly, 
ol Mr. Walker shonld help ta destroy 
that monster instead of indulging in 
such frnillesa retlections as “when wo 
will all be wiso and good thero will be 
no monsteraand no troublo whatover.” 
A burglar entored my houso and stole 
my things. Mr, Waleer saw him come 
and go, ho knows whero I can And him; 
Unt instond of imparting to mo this in- 
telligence, ho aculda mo for neglocting 
to tako good caro of my property, and 
kindly tells mo that when I get senso 
enough to effectually protect mysolt 
against burglars it will bo on ensy mnt- 
tor for me tu detect tho one whe robbed 
mo, 

Mr, Walker mnst not think that I ob- 
jeet tophis advocacy of continence, tom- 
porance, prudence, economy, and other 
time-honered virtues. But this has 
nothing to do with malthusianism. Wo, 
anti-maithugiang, nre as much opposed 
to intemperance and imprudence us ho 
is, But while we advocate what Mr, 
Walser calls “practical” malthusianism, 
wo repudinte alt tho “thoories" of that 


sebool, Over-population, liko over-pro- 
duction, ja a capitalistia lie, 

This brings me round to the main 
question; how ara we to remove the real 
eauso of onr social evils? I answer: by 
boycotting the ballot, by refusing to enp- 
port the stato by disregarding its laws, 
aud, if necessary, by forea Mr, Walker 
sis: reform yoursel and make tho 
statounneceseary. Why, doca bo really 
think that tho staty is necessary? If he 


does, hoin not an Anarchist, We bə- 
lieve that Liberty is the mother of order 
and tho state of crime, vice and disorder. 
Government, says Sponcer, is bepotten 
of aggression aud by aggression. “In 
small nndeveloped commuuitios where 
for ages complete peace has con- 
tinued, thero exists uothing like whut 
wo call Government, uo coercive agency, 
but honorary headship, 1f any headship 
nt ali, In these communitics there is su 
little deviation from the virtue of truth- 
fulness, honesty, justico and gonerosity, 
that nothing beyond an occasional expres- 
sion of publio opinion by informally- 
assembled elders is needful." (Political 
Institutions.) Mr. Walkexr’a question: 
Which was first, the people or tho gov- 
erpmeni?is parndoxical. I could provo 
ithy reductio ud absurdum, but let 
Spencor’s romarks swillco, Mr. Walkor 
ia wrong. Governments were not cro- 
ated by tho people and they are in no 
way responsible for their oxistonce. 
But those who know the natura of pov- 
ernments and do not work for thoir total 
abolition, will certninly bo respangib's 
for their prolanged esistence.
